For (vpon ſuch 
his curious obſcruation) to declare the ſingular quickneſlc or ingenuous ſa- 

acitic and perſpicuitic of his wit and judgement; he ſhall be ſtirred vp (in 
Rove of endleflc honor) to deuife ſnares, fleights, and labyrinths to blinde 
and intangle his enemies after ſome other new forme vnheard or thought of: 
which (by how much the more ſtrange itis) makeththe fecuritie for the ac- 
© compliſhment thereot ſo much the readier when time. for execution ſhall 
{crue:hercin his indefatigable indultrie,his bodies abilitie, his mindes alacritic, 
ſhall beſtto life appeate. Reading of hyſtories (which I betore commended = 
ina ſccret counſellor) will turnith and illuminate his knowledge and vnder-- 
ſtanding ſpecially : tor cerraine it is,that it beſt bchooucth Generals toatraine 
knowledge by reading before they vegan to practiſe : becauſe ſuch are other- 
- wif: prepoſterous that practiſe betore they know how to doe. For after ſome 
excerciſe and inſight into the warres, Mis owne experience will beethe beſt 
guide vnto himſeltcit hc be wilc,obſeruing, and induſtrous, as well for the 
order, and in{truftion of his battailes, and armics; as in the care, and intricate - 
cunning, of .premcedcirating and deciphering his cnemics plots, purpoſes, and _ L 
attempts, b:torc they can happen; how toauoid and truſtrate their deuices in 
execution of them; what waycs and meancs remaine toturne their actions, 
once commenced vpon their owne heades; and laſtly, how to whiſtle them 
-- forward witha faire and negligent ſemblance bcaring a pertcet colourto their. 
advantage, vntillfuch time as being once centred their cſtatcs be diſtreſſed,mi- 
-ſerable and remedileſſe. All which with infinite of thatnature.to a wit which 
is wifcand honourable, ſtill working and alwayes exetcafed in glorious cogi- 
ratios) will divincly ſpring by-ſtudious knowledoe of Hiſtories. To this
